W ashington, Feb. 26. — lf General 
Orozco 
attack s 
Juarez, as he now 
th reaten s to do. and if bis troops or 
the federal garrison opposing bim flies 
int*) El Paso, the troops on the Atneri 
con side of the line will cross tile Rio 
G rande river and drive the belligerents 
beyond the danger zone. 
it has been learned that the addi­ 
tional m ovem ent of troops to El Paso 
was ordered to that city for that pur­ 
pose, and order* have been given them 
to protect the thousands of American 
citizens in El Paso by w hatever course 
may be necessary. 
On no other condition, however, will 
the order to invade be issued 
There 
must be the gravest provocation, and 
even lf this provocation is given the 
troop* are to do no m ore than press 
the Mexicans far enough away from 
the border to prevent injury to the in­ 
te rests on this side of the line. 
It is a significant fact that in orders 
issued by the war departm ent two bat­ 
teries of artillery were sent 
to El 
Paso. This is th * first time that artil­ 
lery has plaved any part in the trou­ 
bles with Mexico 
It shows that the 
adm inistration m eans business at last, 
and any repetition of the Douglas af­ 
fair will result in intervention or in­ 
vasion or anything else that it may ba 
called 
It is also known th a t a note has 
been sent to the Mexican authorities 
at Mexico City warning them that any 
firing into El Paso or into any other 
A m erican town on the border would 
be regarded as a hostile net toward 
the United States and that the Ameri­ 
can troops would go into Mexico. 
Tni* note was sent to President Ma* 
dero through Ambassador Wilson. Af­ 
ter It had been dispatched P r e s i d e ' 
Taft sent for three or four m em bers 
of the sen ate com m ittee on foreign af­ 
fairs and told them the exa> t situa­ 
tion He told them that the lives and 
property of foreigners in Mexico no 
longer wa* sate; that riot and rebel­ 
lion prevailed :n almost every part of 
the republic, aud that now th o u s a n d 4 
of Am erican citizens on American son 
were again threatened by the propos­ 
ed attack on Juarez 
W hen It seemed evident to the pres 
Ident and his adviser*, Mr. Taft told 
the senator*, that a n y assault upon 
Juarez m eant tiiat El Pas**, too. would 
l»e shelled, he had not only ordered 
another regim ent of infantry to th** 
Rio Grande, hut that he had dire* ted 
that two batteries of field artillery be 
sent as welll. 
Tills artillery will he planted in a 
position to sweep

of the river and afterw ard from th**
